A search party was organized and 
went to the spot. Darkness came on 
and all returned to town. During the 
evening plans were completed for a 
very large searci) party to turn out 
in the morning. At daylight - some- 
thing over 200 men turned out com- 
plete with boats and grapling irons. 
The men came from Arrowwood, Glei- 
chen and other nearby towns. There 
were also Indians from the reserve.

OF FERTILIZERS 


Dr. L. H, yman, who recently 
retired as Dominion cerealist—after 
a long lifetime of valuable effort 
devoted to the advancement of Can- 
adian agriculture—has been applying 
‘imself on his farm among other 
things , to experiments with fertili- 
zers. He has applied fertilizer on 
some poor parts of his farm in quanti- 
ties fur in excess of those usually re- 
commended, The results have been 
startling. The fields that have shown 
the greatest net profit ‘have been 
those which ad applied to them the 
greatest amounts of fertilizer, Here, 
then, is something in practical land 
management that is worthy of atten- 
tion. It would be well worth while for 
farmers themselves to make careful 
experiments, using on small plots 
much larger amounts of fertilizer 
than they have been in the habit of 
doing, and to take careful note of the 
costs and the yields. We must vre- 
member that much of what we are 
doing in agriculture is still in the 
elementary stage, and that a farmer

Not only is a 
rising population pressing on the 
world’s agricultural resources for its 
food supply, but the pressure is being 
further increased by higher living 
therefore are going to gain first pri- 
ority on tie worlds arable acres, Tex.

It is estimated that farm or ranch 
land can produce one and a half 
pounds of wool per acre per year— 
and the production from graaing land 
would be considerably less.

tartar; beat until the egg whites are very very stiff— 
much stiffer than for meringues, angel cakes, etc, Add 
flour mixture, about a quarter at a time, and fold after 
each addition until batter and egg whites are thoroughly 
combined, Turn batter into an ungreased 8” angel 
cake pan; bake in a rather slow oven, 325°, about 
1 hour. Immediately cake comes from oven, invert pan 
and suspend cake until cold.

To Preserve Whooping Crane 


Estimate of Only 31 Now in Existence—Officials Fear 
The Birds Are Rapidly Approaching Stage of Extinction 
REGINA. — The whooping crane, one of the most majestic 


birds in North America, is rapidly approaching the stage of ex- 
tinction. This sad state of affairs has arisen through mankind's 


failure to recognize and observe 
servation. : 

Even though great efforts are 
being put forth to save the whoop- 
ing crane from total destruction, the 
fight is shaping into a losing battle. 
One by one they are disappearing. 

A whooping crane survey was 
made in 1945, and it was estimated

on the alert sighted an additional) 


eight birds, to swell the total to 35. 
Since that time the number has slow- 
ly been diminishing. 

Earlier, at the beginning of the 
20th century, the birds were com- 
paratively plentiful, and hunters 
thought it a feat to shoot them. It 
wasn’t so much for their food value, 
but because they were difficult to 
hunt, 


At one time, 13 whoopers made 
their winter home in Louisiana, Un-

there were then 27 in existence, The|ed farmer and an amateur natural- 


fortunately a torrential rainstorm 
drove them into the interior where 
with the exception of one, all were 
killed, Naturalists captured the re- 
maining one and it was taken to a 
refuge, “4 
Now it is estimated there are 31 in 
existence. Twenty-seven are in their 
wild state, and four are held in cap- 
tivity at the Aransas, Texas, refuge. 
These four birds were captured after 
being wounded, and none are able to 
fly, Two have mated, one is beyond 
the mating age, and the other is the 
recent arrival from Saskatchewan, 
According to provincial museum 
director, Fred Bard, Saskatchewan 
has truly been the summer home of 
the whooping crane. However, dur- 
ing the past few years what is left 
of the crane population has been 
forced to move northward, He stated 
that to enable them to get away 
from civilization, these birds have 
been pushed as far north as the 
Northwest Territories, thus exposing 


them to additional hazards. It was 
only last summer that a United 
States Fish and Wildlife Service 


pilot, Bob Smith, spotted what he be- 
lieved to be breeding grounds of the 
whooping crane, near Great Slave 
Lake, 

The near extinct cranes arrive an- 
nually in Southern Saskatchewan, on 
their migration southward, Mr, Bard 
said the birds usually visit the south- 
ern part of the province from the 
middle of April to the middle of 
October, 

Mr. Bard, in talking about the 
whooper found in the Griffin area of 
Saskatchewan recently, was disap- 
pointed because it was. not located 
and given medical attention sooner, 
Had it been, it would have been spar- 
ed extensive physical exhaustion 
which might have endangered the 
birds life, 

The wounded whooper, named Vic- 
|toria Regina “Queenie” by Mr. Bard, 
has now completed its 2,000 mile 
journey to Texas. It was delivered 
| to its destination by a United States

Service aircraft, 
and was under the care of R. C, Han- 
son of Winona, Minnesota, and Ralph 
Stueck of Abernethy. 

Mr, Hanson, a former U.S, Navy 
pilot, is a game agent-pilot for the 
Service, while Mr. Stueck is a retir- 


ist. 
When Mr. Stueck heard of the 


Whooping Crane “ 
wounded whooping crane he drove to 
Regina to see Mr. Bard and remark- 
ed that he would give $1,000 to save 
the life of the bird. His chance came 
when Mr, Bard arranged for him to 
travel to Texas with the bird. 
Exhibits of whooping cranes in mu- 
seums are becoming very valuable, 
in fact so valuable that expert tati- 
dermists are being employed to re- 
mount them. The Saskatchewan pro- 
vincial museum has three on display 
which were confiscated from hunters, 


One originally came from the Forget 
area, another is from the Estevan 
district and the third came from an 
unknown point in the province, 

The provincial museum also has 
two eggs on exhibit, which are actu- 
ally in one sense more valuable than 
exhibits of the bird. The eggs meas- 
ure approximately 814 inches in 
length and 2% inches in width. There 
are a total of 40 on exhibit in North 
American museums, 

It would be a dream come true for 
Mr, Bard, if a program would soon 
be organized for the capture of the 
remaining whooping cranes at large. 
If this was done, he said, there would 
be a mathematical chance of saving 
them from complete extermination, 
by confining them to the Aransas 
refuge. Tpe hazards of migration 
are so great that it is just a matter 
of time, Mr. Bard said, until we have 
passed the point of no return,

C. A. Gorham Advises Go North If You 
Want To See Geese in Large Flocks 


WINNIPEG. —- Go north, men, if you are still anxious to see 
geese in numbers calculated to make you whistle... This is the 
advice of veteran sportsman-trapper C. A. Gorham, just returned 
from an aerial jaunt to the Fort Severn area of Hudson's Bay. 


The Rainy River man paid a visit 
to the Ducks Unlimited here, for 
which organization he long acted as 
scout. <A reliable observer of. wild- 
life in western Canada for many 
years, Gorham had some interesting 


things to report on his northern trip. | 


During one 200-mile tour of the 
coastline of Hudson's Bay, east from 
Fort Severn, Gorham told of seeing 
“a solid belt of white geese, concen- 
trated along the shorelines.’ Hunters 
in this vast wilderness are almost 
exclusively Indians, who still rely on 
“waivies’ for a goodly portion of 
their winter's food, supply. Originally 
Wa Wa, the Goose in Indian legend, 
it has been corrupted to “waivie”. 

Gorham’s party killed its 
limit of geese in ridiculously easy 
fashion, but left most of the bag 
with various Indian families in the 
area, “It seems unbelievable how 
important geese rate with the na- 
tives,” said Gorham, adding, ‘but not 
so mysterious when you consider 
what few sources of food they have 
against winter demands. 

He told of watching natives gath- 
ering fuel for their fires along a 
creek bank. The only source of wood 
for miles around, it consisted of thin 
lengths of willow, each about as 
thick as a man’s thumb. One Indian 
told Gorham, “They (natives) have a 
very hard time looking after families 
in winter... No fish, no ducks, 


no wood and no rabbits . . . Only 
wood eight miles from Fort, 

A side trip was taken to Big Trout 
Lake, where members of the party 


legal 


found some fantastic lake trout fish- 
ing. Specimens in beautiful condi- 
tion fought to take flies and other 
artificial lures, Largest went to 22 
pounds and nothing smaller than 
seven. However, it wasn't the pound- 
age, but the number of crisply-flesh- 
ed lakers which amazed the fisher- 
men. 

Lines were set in a few other 
smaller lakes close by and the same 
story-book type of fishing was experi- 
enced, An approaching storm fore- 
ed the elated angling party to “break 
it up” and climb aboard the Stinson 
aircraft for return journey, 

A seasoned bushman and outdoors- 
man for most of his life, Gorham ad- 
mitted that “it gets brutally cold up 
around the Bay . . . Indians don't 
seem to mind it, but the only time 
I got warm was in my eiderdown 
sleeping bag.” 

Whatever the rigors of climate, he 
thinks the great sweep of Bay shore- 
line, at least along the southern end 
of the Bay, is the finest geese con- 
centration spot he’s ever visited. 
There's simply just a lot of birds... 
So many that it frightens you the 
first time seen.” 
| Oddly, Gorham mentioned that a 
|few of the Indians had asked him 
about Ducks Unlimited. Apparently, 
one of wildlife conservation’s most 
solidly established names is far from 
being unknown quantity, even in the 
icy domain of Wa Wa The Goose.
